From my bleſt Charles, who now in Glory fings

Whoſe life a mirrour was of theſe bleſt three, 
Religion, Juſtice, and Sobrietie, 
To God, to Man, and to himſelf, three Graces 
Which now are heard, ſeen, ſhining in all places, 
And ſhall remain tranſcending and entire 
Till this great Fabrick be conſum'd with fire. 
Now fince that Monarch's are by God eleQed, 
Let no man deem, that people dis-affeAted 
Can looſe the reins of their Government, 
Or from their Line the Crown and Kingdom rent, 
Excepting few, for Europes Monarchies 
Are now ſubfiſting of theſe four degrees, 
Kings abſolute, by Conqueſt, by EleQion, 
Conditionall for favour and prote&ion, 
The firſt two branches meerly Soverain, 
By wavering Subjects can no change ſuſtain. 
The latter two not being of my ſtrain, 
It ſuites not here, nor can I now explain 
The firſt two Powers, as their prerogative, 
The Father dead do in the Son ſurvive. 
For now what State being lel with mine, 
Hath ſo ſtand out againſt the waves of time. 
For whiles that Grecian had ſubdu'd the Eaſt, 
And Monarch like in Babylon was plac'd, 
The reign of my firſt valiant Fergus than, 
From God, and not by chance of war began, 
Three hundreth years and fourty paſt and gone 
Before our Lord took humane Nature on. 
nd from William's Stock of many Kings 
Us-ward in Line, to Charles the Second ſprings : 
Treland, in like ſort, by a Conqueſt long 
Deriv'd, doth to their Lord and King belong : 
Though Commons ating on a tragick Stage, 
A thing unheard in any former age, 
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Under pretext of Jugling-Juſtice hands, 
Have put to death the Soveraign of thoſe Lands, 
And in that Burley Court, would change the frame 
Of Englands Statutes, would root out the ſteme 
Of former Kings, and have without conſent 
Of King or Peers, aQted a Parliament. 

A Parliament is model'd by the figure 
Of a ſtrong man, ſtanding in force and vigoure 
With ſword in hand, menacing death to thoſe 
Who dare Gods will, or Subje&s well oppoſe ; 
Whereof the King is head : the Peers the heart : 
The Commons Members, and th* inferiour part : 


; How comes it then, ſhall ſuch a monſter made 


Of baſeſt rule without heart or head ? 
God will ſtir up all Chriſtians, Kings and States, 
In my revenge to be confederates, 
And with me joyn, this diſmal caſe is theirs, 
Which may befal to them or to their heirs. 
Crowns are in play a Monarch is become 
The pannel'd Subje& of haſe Commons doome. 
Up, let your Navies, and your Royal Hoaſts, 
Stnike ſail, land, vapour on the Engliſh coaſts, 
Diſplay your Enfignes, Princely Standards rear : 
Firſt ſtrike with terrour, and a panick fear 
Theſe bloudy Gemſters, who have trampled down 
The Head, and made a ftage play of the Crown. 
Then ſhall we find them out Forth from their dens, 


From mountains, plains, from dales, and mooriſh fens, 


Or where that Crue of Traitours may be found ; 
We ſhall their rampiers level with the ground : 


Their Strengths and Forts, fince levelling they crave 


From ſtrong engines, let them ſuch level have 

As we impart : Let Juſtice then have place, 

Till ſhee have quite cut off that curſed race. 
But if incenſ('d with fury they defie us, 

And rang'd in ſquadrons " ak reſolv'd to try us, 
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The world's great Judge, no doubt in whom we truſt, 


Shall be our ſafeguard as our cauſe is juſt :
